Theſe woozdes being ſpoken with greafe courage and 
mait ſtie, cauſed Roſana te ſmile with a cherefull counte⸗ 
nance, and to imbolden her heart againſt all infuing acci- 
dents; ſopzeſently they came vntoa riner which was both 
clere and derpe, the which they indged fo runne quite 
thozowe the middle of the Jtand: and ſofranelling along 
by the riuers ſide, where within a little while their hozſes

PyLous and ſwete Piltres, wherefoze haue you a+ 
nie doubt that J will not falfill and accompliſh your des 
fire in all things ? therefoze ont of hand put᷑ all things in 
a readines that your pleaſurs is to haus done : foz what 
moe benefite and contentment can Jreceaue,than to en⸗ 

lop your fight continually, in ſuch ſoꝛt that neither of vs 
may depart from tho others companie, till the fatall Des 
ſentes giue end vnto our liues. But if it ſo fall out that 
loꝛtune frowne vpon vs, that wee bee eſpied and taken in 
our enterpꝛiſe, and ſuffer death together, what moze glo- 
rie can there be vnto my ſoule, than to dye with ther, and 
to leaue my life betwixt thy armes? Thereſoꝛe dw not 
trouble pour ſelfe any ſwee te Ladie and Pilres, but gine 
me leaue foz to depart your pzeſence, that Jmay pꝛouide 
all things in a readines fozour departures, ' And ſo wyth - 
this concluſion they toke leane one of the other, and de⸗ 
partedaway with as great ſecrecie as might poſſibly bes 


after this within a fe we dayes, the Pagitian by hys 
inchauntments cauſed a Chariot to bee made, that was 
gouerned by two flying Dzagons into the which without 
being eſpied by anie one, they put themſelues, in compas

and repayedthem with ſozrow andextream mizerie. Foz 
when tie Ring her tather foundher miſſing, tye ſoꝛrowe 
and griefe was ſo much that de receiued, that he kept bis 
_— long time, and would not becankozted af anie 

odie.

+ .Dutaf this viſton bepzeſently ſtarted from his chaire, 
as though it had been one fcighted with a legion of ſpirits, 
andcauſed foure of the cherleſt Peres of his Land to bee 
fent foz, to whom he committed the gouerne ment of hys 
Cgyntrey:certefying them that he intended a voyage to 
the Sepulcher at Memphis, thereby to quallifie the furie

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The ſecond Part of 

Chele woꝛdes and teares of Fidela did little pꝛoffte fo 
mollifie the Kings heart, but rather like a wylde Beare 
inthe Mildernes beeing compaſſed about with a compa- 
nie of Doxges, doth ſhake his members: eueu ſo did thys 
Ring chake himſelfe, and thꝛew Fidela from him in ſuch 
ba that he had almoſt daſht her bꝛaines againſt the chã⸗ 
ber walls, and with double wꝛath hee did pzocure to exe⸗ 
cufe his furise. Pet foz all this, Fidela with terrible ſhzikes 
fought ta hinder him, till ſuch time as with his cruel hand 
he thznlt the poynt of his ſwoꝛd inat ber bꝛeaſt, ſothat it 
appearedfozthat her backe, whereby her ſoule was fo;- 
ted to leaue her terreſtriall havitation; and fl ye info Pa⸗ 
radice to thoſe bleſſed ſoules, which dped fo; true loucs 
fake, 

| Thusthis vnhapyie nhapple angclica, when thee. was molt at 
quiet, andcontent with her pzoſperouslife, then Foztune 
— 7 prppadateny r a glozi⸗ 
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the ſeuen Champion 8. 
which J haue ſpilt, craue vengeancs ot the Gods againff 


my guiltie ſoule, foz my earthly bodie ſhall induce a miſe⸗ 

rable puniſhment. Likewiſe at his departure he wꝛit bps 

pon 1 theſe verſes following in his daugy- 
ers , 


For nov to hills, to dales, to rockes, to caues I gee, 
To ſpend my dayes in ſnameful ſorrow, griefe & woe. 


Fidela (after the departure ot the King) vſcd ſuch vio⸗ 

lent fury againtt her (elfe, both by rending the golden tra⸗ 
mellesof her hayze, and tearing her Roſie coloured face 
withher furious na ples, that ſhee rather ſeemed an jnfer- 
nall Furie ſubiect to wꝛath, than an earthly creature fur - 
niſhed with clementie. 
Sheſatoner angelicaes bodie, wiping her bleeding bo- 
ſome with a damaſke ſcarffe, which ſhee pulled from her 
waſte, and bathing her dead bodie in luke. warme tears, 
which fozcibly ranne downe from her eyes like an ouer- 
flowing Fountaine. 

Inthis wolull manner ſpent 5 ſoꝛrowfull Fidela that 
vnhappie dap, till bzight Phoebus went into the weſterne 
ſeas:at which time the Magitian retourned from his ac⸗ 
cuſtomed hunting, and finding the doe open, he entered 
into angelicaes chamber, where when he found her badie 
weltring in congea led blood and beheld how Fidela ſate 
'weping ouer her bleeding wounds, he curſed himſelfe, ſo; 
that he accompted bis nrgligence þ occafionof her death, 
in that he had not left hr in moze ſafetie. But when Fi- 
dela had certeũed him. how that by the hands of her owne 
Father ſhe was ſlaughtered be began like a franticke ty⸗ 
rant to rage againſt heauen and rey; and ta fill toe ayze 

with terrible exclamations. | 
Oh cruell murtherer (ſaid be) crept from the womb of 
ſome. vntamed Tyger: J.wilbe ſoreaenged vpon ther, © 

vnnaturall king, that all bY ep at thy mA 
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And likewiſe thou vnhappie Uirgin, ſhalt indure like 
puniſhment, in that thy accurfed tung hath bꝛuted this fa⸗ 
tall ded vatomycares: the one fozcommitting the crime 
andthe other foz repozting it. Foz J will caſt ſuch de ſer⸗ 
ned vengeance vpon pour heads, and place pour bodies in 
ſuch continuall tozments, that you ſhall lament my La⸗ 
dies death, leauing aline the fame ot her with rour lamen⸗ 
tations. 

And in ſaping theſe wo2ds, hs dew a Boke out of his 
boſome, and in reading cerfaine charmes and inchaunt- 
ments that was therein contained, he made a great & ve⸗ 
rie blacke clawde appeare in theſkies, which was bzogit 
vy terrible and haſtie windes in the which he toke them 
vp both, and bought them into this inchaunted Caſtle, 
where euer fince thep haue remained in this Tombe,cru- 
elly tozmented with vnquenchable fire:and muſt eternal- 
ly continue in the ſame extremitie, except ſome curteous 
Knight will vouchſafe to giue but thꝛie blowes vpon the 
Combe, and bzeake the inchauntment: 

Thus haue you heard you magnanimious Unigbts, the 
true diſcourſe of my vnhappie foztunes. | Foz the virgine 
which foz ths true lone ſhe boꝛe vnto her Ladie was coms 
mitted to this tozmentis my ſelfe ; and thts pale body ly⸗

with clamours of reuengement. , 
Such feare and terrour raged in bis ſoule, that he 
thought all places where he trauelled, were filled with 
multitudes ofofinightes, and that the ſtrength of Coun- 
tries purſued him, to heape vengeance vpos tis guiltye 
head foz thoſe wzonged Ladpes. 

Whereby hoe curſed the hower of his birth, and bla⸗ 
med the cauſe of his creation, wiſhing the Yeauens to 
conſume his bodye with a flache of fire, oꝛ that the earth 
would gape and ſwallowe him: In this manner trauel- 
led he vp and downe, filling all places with Ecchoes of 
bis ſozrowes and criefe, which bzought him info ſach a 
perplexitie, that many times hee would haue ſlaine him- 
ſelfe, and haue ridde his wzetched ſcule from a wozlde of 
mizeries.

with it was charged, it ben%ed in ſuch ſozte that it bzake 
all to peces: and the Pagitians head was ſogrenouſlye 
Wounved, that ſtreames of blond ran downe his armour, 
and he was fozced foz * to pio id to the mers 
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tie of the valiaunt Ladye, who 'quickelycondeſended fo 

his requeſtes, vppon this condition, thaf hee woulde be a
